det.sil this is what happens after the boot

1541, or 1571 dri\B, And why you ha^-^F-. to 
do it. Each Ge.os Systera comes on t%\^D 
Bootdisks (at le-ast the Geos V2.0 ^Jersion 
has two disks). Each disk has it's own 
internal serial number. These serial 
numters are not the same as the serial 
numbers seen on the disk latels, but 
consist of a technical makeup of t^^Kj b^tes; 
which range fi'om random numbers 
selected tet-%^.en - 65535. A seperate 
selected seri.al number for each disk is 
then memorised, a different one for each 
disk, and then -all goes qmte, until you.

The 
newly formated text with various fonts and 
styles is slov^r to work with, than other 
text-programs for the C64/C128, 
This is m.ainly due to the fact that Geos 
loads the various fonts directly ft'om the 
disk, during the time you are edditing the 
text To get around this, try %\Titing'yDur 
text in the resident BSV/ font, which 
comes with the GeoV/rite V2.0 
programme. This nine point fcsnt allo^ra a 
fast data entry to fce achie-^^ed. You. can 
concentrate on the contents first rather 
than taDther yourself %i?ith the style.: le.a're it 
to later !!! FJow comes the nitty-gritt>^
